A stubborn fight for the amend­ 
ment which would have re-enacted 
the law repealed in 1921 with slight­ 
ly different rates so prolonged con­ 
sideration of the measure that lead­ 
ers predicted a final vote on it could 
not be expected 
befire 
the latter 
part of next week. 
Representative Frear, republican, 
insurgent. Wisconsin, submitted the 
amendment and was supported in de­ 
bate 
by 
Representative 
Oldfield, 
democrat, 
Arkansas. 
Democrats, 
however, divided on the question, 
only about half of those present vot­ 
ing with the republican insurgents 
for it. 
The estate tax section was taken 
up but with another fight impending 
for increase of these rates, final con­ 
sideration of its was put over until 
Monday.

The success and greatness of a 
Kiwanis district is not alone m easur­ 
ed by its num erical growth or by the

finances, 
but 
by the 
am ount of constructive building it 
has done and th a t it has made possi­ 
ble for the individual Kiwanian and 
for the local club. 
This convention 
year has 
w itnessed 
the 
greatest 
growth in the num ber of clubs built 
and chartered by any year in the his­ 
tory of the Missouri-Kansas District, 
and our trea su ry is in the m ost flat­ 
tering condition in spite of the re ­ 
duction over the previous year of the 
p er capita 
tax 
revenue 
from 
the 
clubs. 
These indications of success, 
pleasing though they be, are not to 
be compared with the real accomp­ 
lishm ents in 
the 
way of inner-de- 
velopment along all the lines of Ki­ 
wanis advancem ent narrated in the 
following paragraphs: 
Never was there a group of offi­ 
cers who received more loyal sup­ 
port than has been given the district 
officers this year. 
You of these fifty 
clubs have cooperated with us in the 
little and in the big tasks iii a way 
th a t made our aims possible of ac­ 
complishment. 
Indeed, the o u tstand­

have given unstintingly of their time

C ham ber

Commerce, 
city and 
state officials, has never held a more 
enviable position. 
As your officers, have sat in the 
conter of the district, read the re­ 
ports from your clubs, watched the 
progress of your achievement, or vis­ 
ited among you and seen the de­ 
velopment of new leaders, we have 
been thrilled time and again with 
the knowledge that our clubs have 
more than justified their existence. 
Comm unity after com m unity bears 
w itness to the value of the many pro­ 
gram s of 
civic 
and 
philanthropic 
helpfulness, and on every hand we 
see evidences of the strong, steady­ 
ing influence th a t Kiwanis has ex­ 
erted on the 
lives 
of its m em bers 
and on their 
entire 
communities. 
These Kiwanis Clubs m ay truly be 
said to have builded well. 
W ith every period there appear 
outstanding needs. 
These needs be­ 
come subjective dem ands to a great 
idealistic organization like Kiwanis. 
In thinking of the coming months, 
therefore, I do not ask you to lay 
more stress on perform ing the fine 
deeds for others, nor to work for big­ 
ger 
m em berships, 
nor 
to 
spend 
thought on further advertising, Kl- 
wan is. as 
good 
and 
necessary as 
these things are. but my m essage 


and challenge to you is th a t for the 
immediate 
future 
period, our Ki­ 
wanis clubs give attention to and in­ 
deed become a veritable objective 
supply for the two following distinct 
needs of the time: 
(1) 
One 
great 
need 
is 
more 
toleration in thought, speech and act 
concerning 
differences 
of 
rac^, 
creed, caste and other characteris­ 
tics of birth or education. 
(2) 
A nother 
great 
need 
is 
a 
keener 
discrimination 
and 
clear 
thinking on the great moral issues of 
the day. 
N ever was there a time when ac­ 
tivity to encourage toleration was 
needed more than now, and never 
■was there a greater need than for 
Kiwanians to clearly understand and 
practice w hat 
Kiwanis 
stands for 
along this line. 
The only way in 
which Kiwanis can m ake its ideals 
effective in all communities, is for 
the individual Kiwanian to live its 
ideals and the club life to illustrate 
them. 
On every hand we see unmis­ 
takable evidence 
th a t 
the general | prejudices; 
public, the new spapers and public j portent it 
officials all agree th a t Kiwanis is 
worth while, but the very danger of 
this lies in the fact th a t this general 
acceptance of Kiwanis is not ac­ 
companied with a wide intelligent 
understanding of the rundamental 
purposes. 
In some instances we, as 
individual Kiwanians, have not been 
“living 
exam ples.” 
We 
have 
not 
proven, and advertised our principles 
sufficiently by our daily practices. 
Kiwanis has no sectarian, religious 
or partisan political views, nor does

Pierre Lacau of the Egyptian Anti­ 
quities Department to open the tomb 
yesterd a y and quiet 
prevailed 
at 
Luxor. 
It was ’*nown to everyone 
that Howard Carter repn enting tha 
Carnarvon expedition, would not sur­ 
f a c e r the keys to the locks which 
secured the doors of the ton b and 
that the government officials m ud 
therefore cut the locks to gain en­ 
trance. 
Carter, not having replied to the 
ultimatum of the government with­ 
in the forty-eight hours specified 
inviting him to open the tomb and 
resume work under certain condi­ 
tions, the Cabinet canceled the li­ 
cense originally 
granted 
to 
Lord 
Carnarvon and ordered the reopen­ 
ing of the tomb immediately as it 
was feared that great damage might 
result through the ropes breaking 
and allowing the heavy granite lid, 
u n e n d e d over the sarcophague, to 
fall, and perhaps irreparably dam- 
nee tho 
magnificent 
gold-covered 
coffin within. 
M. Lacu, accompanied by M. En* 
gleback. Inspector of Antiquities of 
I’pper Egypt, the Governor of Ke- 
nah Province, Mayor of Luxor, the 
Chief of Police of the district and 
native workmen with chisels, crow­ 
bars and hacksaws arrived at the 
tomb at 2:30 o’clock last afternoon.

Then w hat about the I^aw? It was 
a later addition, designed to produce 
transgesslons, until the descendant 
to which tho prom ise 
was 
made 
should 
Dine, and it was enacted by 
means of angels, through an inter­ 
m ediary; though an interm ediary im­ 
plies m ore than one p ar’y, while 
God is but one. 
Is the Law then 
t ntrary to God’s prom ises? 
By no 
r* 
For if a law had been given 
that could have t —yght life, upright­ 
ness would really have come through 
law. But the Scripture describes all 
mankind as the prisoners of sin, so 
that the promised blessing might 
on the ground of faith 
in 
Jesus 
Christ be given to those who have 
faith. 
But before this faith 
came, 
we 
were kept shut up under the Law, 
in order to obtain the faith th a t was 
to be revealed. 
So the Law* has 
been our attendant on our way to 
Christ, 8 0 that we might be made 
upright through faith. 
But now that 
faith has come, we are no longer in 
tho charge of the attendant. 
For in Christ Jesus you are all 
sons of God through your faith. For 
all of you who have been baptized into 
u n h n with Christ have clothed your- 
elf with Christ. 
There is no room 
for “Jew s” and “G reek” ; there is 
no room for “slaves” and “freem an” ; 
there is no room for 
“ male” 
and 
“female” ; for in union with Christ 
Jesus you are all one. 
And if you 
belong to Christ, then you are true 
descendants of A braham 
and 
his 
heirs under the promise. 
I mean this: 
As long as the heir 
is a minor, he is no b etter than a 
slave, although he is the owner of 
all the property, but he 
is 
under 
guardians 
and trustees 
until 
the 
time fixed by his father. 
So when 
we were minors, we were slaves to 
m aterial ways of looking at things, 
but when the proper time came, God 
sent his Son, born of a woman, and 
those who were subject to law’, so 
th at w*e might receive adoption. 
And because you are sons, God 
has sent into our hearts the sp irit 
of his Son, with the cry, “A bba!” 
that is, Father. 
So you are no long­ 
er a slave, but a son: and if a son, 
then an heir, made so by God. 
But formerly, in your ignorance of 
God, you were slaves to gods that 
really did not exist, but now* that 
you know God, or rath e r have come 
to be known to him, how* can you 
turn back to the old, crude notions, 
so poor and weak, and wish to be­ 
come slaves to them again? You are 


brothers, we are children not of a 
slave but of one who is free. 
This is the freedom with which 
Christ has freed us. 
So stand firm 
in it, and do not get under a yoke 
of slavery again. 
Why, I, Paul, tell you th a t if you 
let yourselves be circumcised, C hrist 
can do nothing for you. I insist 
again to any man who lets him self 
be circumcised, that he is under ob­ 
ligations to obey the whole Law*. You 
people who propose to be made up­ 
right by law 
have 
finsihed 
w ith 
Christ; you have lost your hold upon 
God’s favor. 
But we, by the Spirit, 
through faith wait for the upright­ 
ness we hope for. For in union with 
Christ Jesus, 
neither 
circumcision 
nor the want of it counts for anything 
but only faith acting through love. 
You were making such progress! 
W ho has stopped your obeying the 
tru th ? That kind of persuasion never 
came from him who called you! 
A 
little yeast will make all the dough 
rise. 
I am confident in the Lord 
that you will not take a different 
view. 
The man who is unsettling 
you will have to pay the penalty for 
it, no m atter who 
he is. 
And 
I, 
brothers, if I am still preaching cir­ 
cumcision, why am I still being per­ 
secuted? 
If th a t is the 
case, 
the 
cross has ceased to be an obstacle, 
I suppose! I wish the people who are 
upsetting you would go on, and have 
themselves em asculated! 
For you, brothers, have been call­ 
ed to freedom: only do not make 
your freedom an excuse for the phy­ 
sical, but in love be slaves to one 
another. For the w-hole Law is sum ­ 
med up in one saying: “ You m ust 
love your neighbor as you (lo your­ 
self.” But if you bite one another and 
eat one another, take care, or you 
will be destroyed by one another. 
I mean this: LfYe by the Spirit, 
and then you will not indulge your 
physical 
cravings. 
For 
the 
phy­ 
sical 
cravings 
are 
against 
the 
S p’rlt, and the cravings of the Spirit 
are against the physical; the two are 
in opposition, so that you cannot 
(Jo anything you please. 
Bitt if you 
are guided by the Spirit, you are 
not subject to law'. 
The things our 
physical 
nature 
does 
are 
clear 
enough—immorality, impurity, licen­ 
tiousness, idolarty, sorcery, enmity, 
quarreling, jealousy,, anger, selfish­ 
ness, dissension, party-spirit, envy, 
drunkenness, 
carousling, 
and 
the 
like. 
I warn you as I did before 
that people who do such things will 
have no share in the Kingdom of 
God. 
But w hat the Spirit produces 
is love, joy, peace, patience, kind­ 
ness, goodness, faithfulness, gentle- 
observing days, 
months, 
seasons, ness, selfcontrol. 
There is no law 
and years! I began to be afraid th a t against such things! 
Those who be- 
perhaps the labor I spent on you long to Jesus the Christ have eruei- 
wras \\asted. 
Take my position, 
I 
beg 
you, 
brothers, just as I once took yours! 
You took no advantage of mo then; 
though you know th a t 
it 
was 
be­ 
cause of an illness th a t I preached 
the good news to 
you 
th a t 
first 
tim e; and yet w hat must have tried 
you in my physlcial condition, you 
did not scorn and despise, but you 
welcomed me like an angel of God, 
like Christ Jesus himself. 
W hat has 
become of that satisfaction of yours? 
For I can bear witness th a t you 
would have torn out your very eyes, if 
you could, and given them to me! 
Have I turned into an enem y to you, 
by telling you the tru th ? These men 
are making much of you, but not 
with 
honorable 
intentions. 
They 


fled the physical nature with its 
propensities and cravings. 
If we live by the Spirit, let us 
be guided by the Spirit. 
Let us not 
in our vanity challenge one another 
or envy one another. 
But if a man 
is caught doing som ething wrong, 
brothers, you are spiritual, and you 
must set him right, in a spirit of 
gentleness. 
Think of yourself, for 
you may be tem pted too. 
Bear one 
another’s burdens, and in that way 
carry out the law of the Christ. For 
if anyone thinks he is somebody 
when he is really nobody, he is de­ 
ceiving himself. Every man ought 
to test his own work, and then w hat­ 
ever satifaction he has will be with 
reference to himself, and not in com­ 
parison with 
someone 
else. 
For 
want to shut you out, so th a t you ! everyone will have to c a rry his own 
will have to make much of them. load. 
But it is a finer thing to be made 
much of honestly and constantly— 
not just w hen I can be with you, my 
children—you for whom I am en 
during a m other’s pains again, until 
Christ is formed in you. 
I wish I 
con’d he with you now, and use a 
different tone with you, for I do not 
know which way to turn about you. 


Those who are taught the mes­ 
sage m ust share all their goods with 
their teacher. 
Do not be deceived. 
God Is not to be sneered at. A man 
will reap just w hat he sows. 
The 
man who sows to gratify his phy­ 
sical cravings will reap destruction 
from them, and the man who sows 
to benefit the spirit will reap eternal 
Tell me this, you who w ant to be ( life from the Spirit. 
Let Is not get 
subject to law; Will you not listen j tired of doing right, for at the proper 
to the Law? 
For the Scripture says i time we shall reap, if we do not 
th at A braham had two sons, one by 
the slave-girl, and one by the free 
woman. 
But the child of the slave 
girl was born in the ordinary course 
of nature, while the child of the 
free woman was born In fulfilment of 
the promise. 
This is an allegorical 
utterance. 
For the women are two 
agreem e’ ‘s, one coming from Mount 
Sinai, bearing children that are to 
be slaves; that is, Ha a r (and H agar 
m eans Mount Sinai, in Arabi), 
and 
corresponds to the present Jerus­ 
alem, for Jerusalem is 
in 
slavery 
with her children. 
But the Jerus­ 
alem above is free, and she is our 
m other. 
F or the Scripture says, 
“Rejoice, 
childless 
woman, 
who 
who bear no children, 
Break into shouting, you who have 
no birthpains! 
For the desolate woman has more 
children than thq m arried one!** 
Now we, brothers, arc like Isaac, 
children born in flufilment 
of 
the 
promise. 
But just as then the child 
born in the ordinary course of Bat­ 
ture 
persecuted 
the 
one 
born 
through the influenece of the Spirit, 
so it is today. 
Yet w hat does the 
Scripture say? “Drive the slave-girl 


give out. 
So 
then 
whenever 
w'e 
have an opportunity, let us do good 
to all men, especially to those who 
belong to the family of the faith. 
See w hat largo letters 
I 
make, 
when I write to you with my own 
hand! These men who are trying to 
force you to let yourselves be cir­ 
cumcise 7 w ant to present to good 
appearance ex tern al^ , to save them­ 
selves from having to stand persecu­ 
tion f i r the cross of Jesus the Chri t. 
Why, evc*n those who let themselves 
be circumcised do not observe th e 
Law them selves! 
But they want you 
to let yourselves be circumcised to 
that they can boast of that physical 
fr t about you! 
But I never w ant 
to boast of anyhing but the cross 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, on which 
the world has beca cru rifled to me 
and I have been to the world.

No- L 
Technical form of indictments and informations in criminal 
cases a >o is e , enlarges power of religious corporations to own 
property; libel suits to be tried as other civic cases. 
No. 2. 
Makes the use of the referendum to delay or defeat legisla­ 
tion more diificult by increasing number 
of 
petitioners 
re­ 
quired, and changing method of voting. 
No. 3. 
Requires a senatorial redistricting of Missouri in 1925; in­ 
creases pay of legislators from $5 to $10 a day; reduces clerical 
hire in house and senate about one-half; permits Kansas City to 
pension police and firemen; provides for a compulsory or elec­ 
tive workmen’s compensation law. 
No. 4. 
Authorizes bond issue of $4,600,000 to pay 25,000 ex-service 
men who did not receive a bonus under first bond issue of 15 
million dollars. 


No. 5. 
Requires the legislature to enact laws to 
safeguard 
the 
public health. 


No. 6. 
Provides for a state budget system; 
limits 
executive 
de­ 
partments to twelve so as to eliminate unnecessary boards and 
bureaus. 
No. 7. 
Creates a judicial council to formulate 
rules 
of court pro­ 
cedure and to hasten the trial of cases by employment of circuit 
judges, when not engaged; chief justice of the supreme court 
made elective, and designated as administrative head of the su­ 
preme court and of the judicial council. 
No. 8. 
Requires two-thirds vote of all senators elected, instead of 
two-thirds of those present, to impeach a state official. 
No. 9. 
Permits the opening of ballot boxes, and the use of the bal­ 
lots 
as evidence, 
in grand jury investigations 
and criminal 
trials; only citizens are allowed to vote. 
No. 10. 
Party committees to decide whether 
candidates 
shall be 
nominated by a convention, or, as at present, by ballot primaries. 
No. 11. 
Complete power of local self-government 
given 
all 
cities 
over three thousand population; Kansas City to appoint its own 
police commissioners; cities may adopt form of government de- 
sider by the people. 
No. 12. 
Permits Kansas City and other cities to establish a revolv­ 
ing fund from bond Issues, to pay for public improvements, in­ 
stead of the present tax bill system; gives cities right to bond

Creates an elective state board of education of six members, 
who shall appoint a commissioner of education, to take the plac e 
of the present elective superintendent; permits the

ment of kindergartens, and night schools for free education of 
persons over 20 years of age. 
No. 16. 
Fictitious issues of stocks and bonds shall be void; legisla­ 
ture may regulate discounts on the sale of stocks and bonds. 
No. 17. 
Conscientious objectors rendered liable to military service; 
permits the organization of an air sendee and 
other 
units of 
modern warfare. 
No. 18. 
Provides forfeiture of office for public officials who appoint 
their relatives. 
No. 19. 
Permits Kansas City by city-wide bond issue 
to pay 
for 
Turkey Creek and Blue River sewers, instead of using the pres­ 
ent tax bill system; public improvement bonds in Kansas City 
may be issued for forty years instead of twenty 
years as at 
present. 
No. 20. 
Changes method of revising constitution and 
compels pub­ 
lication of amendments submitted in two county newspapers in­ 
stead of one, as now permitted. 
No. 21. 
The "saving clause," which is to prevent conflict if preced­ 
ing twenty amendments are approved by the voters.
